.. cars went Into service but 4^000 had to bo 
acrapped. 

THe national production authority Is. far 
from Wind to this dJlemma.

March output was up to 6,500 cars 
from 6,600 in February, and NPA officials pre- 
dict a O.0OO-car total this month. Tbe goal u
